This  year,  there  are  five  foreign  exchange  students  here  at  Fermi, 
and  for  the  first  time,  all  of  them  are  female!  They  are  Tomoko 
Kayama  and  Yoshie  Abe  from  Japan,  Africa  Villanueava  from  Spain, 
Silvia  Galiasso  from  Venezuela  and  Carolina  Sperb  who  is  from 
Brazil.  An  interview  with  them  led  to  some  interesting  comments  on 
the  similarities  and  differences  between  their  home  schools  and  “life 
at  Fermi.” 

They  all  agree  that  there  is  a big  difference  between  attending 
Fermi  and  their  schools  back  home.  Both  Yoshie  and  Tomoko  are 
surprised  at  how  close  the  school  is  to  home.  "It  is  a big  switch  to 
take  the  bus  to  school  rather  than  a train,”  says  Yoshie.  They  also 
agree  that  school  rules  in  Japan  are  much  stricter  than  the  rules  at 
Fermi.  On  the  other  hand,  Africa,  Carolina  and  Silvia  all  agree  that 
there  was  much  more  freedom  in  their  home  schools  than  here  at 
Fermi.  “Back  home  if  I don’t  feel  like  going  to  a class,  I don’t  have  to 
go”  says  Carolina.  Africa  echoed  that  comment  when  she  said  that 
“sometimes  school  is  a little  bit  more  difficult  here  because  we  are 
not  able  to  miss  any  classes.” 

All  five  agree,  however,  that  they  enjoy  it  here  because  of  the 
experiences  that  they  are  having  while  meeting  new  friends.  They  all 
say  that  “students  are  students”  and  are  equal  in  all  countries. 
Because  of  that,  they  have  made  new  friends  quickly.  Tomoko  thinks 
that  “Americans  are  very  friendly  and  kind.  And  they  look  older  than 
they  really  are!”  Africa  has  found  that  “American  boys  with  red  hair 
and  a wonderful  smile  are  attractive!”  Carolina  and  Silvia  say  that 
Americans  are  “very  friendly  and  always  smiling!”  They  also  believe 
that  all  the  students  and  the  teachers  at  Fermi  are  “trying  their  best  to 
make  us  feel  welcome.”

Physics  Club 

Members  of  the  Physics  Club  are  in 
the  final  stages  of  construction  of  the 
model  of  the  Chicago  Pile  (CP-1)  built 
entirely  of  Lego  bricks.  The  Chicago 
Pile  was  the  world’s  first  nuclear  re- 
actor which  was  built  under  the  direc- 
tion of  physicist  Enrico  Fermi,  our 
namesake.  The  model  is  to  be  donated 
to  the  Enrico  Fermi  Museum  at  Ar- 
gonne  National  Laboratory  in  Argonne, 
Illinois  in  time  to  celebrate  the  50th 
anniversary  in  December  1992  of  the 
birth  of  the  "Atomic  Age.” 

In  October  1991,  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity’s invitation,  the  model  was  placed 
on  display  at  the  Enrico  Fermi  Sym- 
posium, an  event  honoring  the  memory 
of  Fermi  and  the  scientists  who  worked 
with  him  on  the  CP-1.  Carl  Sagan  and 
Hans  Bethe  were  among  the  scientific 
notables  in  attendance. 

Upon  completion  of  this  major  proj- 
ect, Physics  Club  members  will  return 
to  more  conventional  assignments, 
such  as  designing,  construction,  test- 
ing, and  setting  up  physics  lab  dem- 
onstrations and  experiments.

The  Fermi  Varsity  Football  team  finished  their  1991  season  with  a 3-7  record.  However, 
their  solid  work  ethic  and  serious  commitment  allowed  them  to  play  tough  against  every 
team  for  the  good  part  of  each  game. 

After  dropping  their  opener  to  a strong  Springfield  Central  team,  the  Falcons  rebounded 
with  an  exciting  come-from-behind  win  over  Plainville.  They  then  crushed  Weaver  in  game 
three.  Fermi’s  young  gridders  followed  with  defeats  to  Windham  and  Manchester  by  a 
combined  total  of  11  points.
